You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Poor,  for  the  laying  out  and  repairing 
of  Highways,  and  all  other  charges  arising  within  the  town, 
and  appropriate  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Public 
Library,  and  for  Memorial  Day. 

4.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  towards  paying  the  town  debt  and  interest.

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Chief  Engineer's  Report 
To  the  Selectmen  of  Peterborough,  N.  H.: 

Gentlemen:  As  chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I  wish  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  for  the  year  1926. 

During  the  year  the  department  responded  to  78  calls  or 
alarms,  68  still  or  telephone  calls,  and  10  gong  alarms. 

There  is  quite  an  improvement  around  private  houses  and 
dwellings  in  relation  to  dump  stuff  and  rubbish;  the  less  you 
have  of  this  stuff  around  you  reduce  the  fire  hazard  in  or  around 
your  buildings.  There  is  a  lot  of  room  for  improvement  around 
public  filling  stations  and  garages  where  they  allow  gas  and 
other  oils  to  accumulate  on  the  ground.  With  a  little  care  in 
and  around  these  places  the  danger  can  be  reduced. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  is  the  same  as  in  1925  with  the 
addition  of  two  new  roof  ladders,  new  pails,  water  pots,  and 
six  new  district  numbers  for  the  signal. 

As  time  goes  on  and  the  conditions  around  change,  it  is 
brought  to  our  mind  that  our  equipment  should  be  strength- 
ened with  the  addition  of  motor  pump  to  help  maintain  the 
force  of  the  water  system,  and  in  use  beyond  the  water  system. 

As  forest  fire  warden,  I  have  issued  54  permits  to  burn  brush 
and  rubbish.  You  are  supposed  to  have  a  permit  any  time 
of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  telephone  operators  at  the  Central  Office 
for  their  part  in  giving  us  the  signal  and  the  test.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Peterborough  School  Board: 

Peterborough  has  no  need  to  continue  to  act  as  a  training 
school  for  teachers.  During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  current 
cost-per-pupil  was  17%  less  than  the  average  for  the  state. 
This  is  $17.50  per  pupil  in  grades  one  to  eight,  and  Si 6. 15  less 
per  pupil  in  the  high  school.  On  this  divided  basis,  the  cost- 
per-pupil  was  24%  less  than  state  average  for  the  elementary 
schools  and  15%  less  than  state  average  for  the  secondary 
schools.  These  figures  do  not  argue  for  a  sharp  increase  in 
school  costs.  They  do  assure  the  parents  that  the  policies  of 
the  school  board,  as  outlined  in  their  annual  report,  can  be 
carried  out  without  a  severe  burden  of  taxation. 

At  the  graduation  of  the  Class  of  1926  the  superintendent 
stated  his  policy  and  belief.  Children,  educated  by  the  money 
of  the  people,  owe  a  debt  that  cannot  be  paid  in  gratitude  alone. 
Every  child  should  consider  that  education  is  not  for  his  per- 
sonal gain,  but  for  the  benefit  of  his  home,  his  town,  his  genera- 
tion. Education  given  merely  to  enable  an  individual  to  in- 
crease his  earning  capacity  or  his  ability  to  accumulate  money 
could  easily  degenerate  into  the  training  of  skilled  knaves. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  taxpayer  the  schools  should  offer 
definite  training  not  only  in  the  acquiring  of  skills,  not  merely 
the  chance  of  arriving  at  a  marketable  knowledge  of  specific 
things.  The  children  should  be  given  continual  practise  in  the 
developing  of  socially  and  economically  useful  traits,  that,  like 
honesty,  fairness,  obedience  to  reasonable  authority,  self- 
reliance,  are  necessary  for  success  in  a  civilized  democracy.  By 
whatever  name  such  training  is  called,  "Civic  Guidance," 
"Character  Education,"  "Habit  Formation,"  it  is  the  one 
basal  necessity  for  all  children.  It  is  the  foremost  duty  of  the 
schools. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  developing  a  proper  morale  in  the  upper 
grades  has  been  the  excessive  load  on  the  headmaster.  Mr. 
Clarence  Sleeper,  who  resigned  because  of  ill-health,  taught 
practically  all  of  each  school  day.  Eighty  per  cent,  of  his  time 
was  spent  in  his  own  classrooms. 

In  the  lower  grades,  Principal  Mildred  E.  Kimball  was  able 
to  develop  a  much  improved  morale  through  various  plans  by 
which  the  elementary  grades  were  separately  administered 
and  separately  disciplined.  The  loyalty  that  was  shown  to  her 
by  most  of  the  elementary  teachers  aided  greatly. 
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The  School  Board  approved  the  present  plan  of  high  school 
administration,  giving  the  headmaster  only  three  periods  for 
teaching.  Four  sevenths  of  his  time  is  available  for  room  super- 
vision and  school  management.  In  other  words,  57%  of  the 
headmaster's  time  is  free  for  proper  administrative  duties, 
whereas  one  year  ago  less  than  25%  was  available  for  that  pur- 
pose.    The  results  of  the  change  in  policy  are  gratifying. 

Headmaster  Gordon  L.  Fox  is  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire 
University  and  has  successfully  taught  at  Proctor  Academy 
and  the  Clarke  School  at  Hanover  during  the  last  four  years. 
He  was  chosen  in  spite  of  competition  for  the  headmastership 
by  men  with  from  one  to  four  years  of  experience  as  headmasters 
because  it  was  believed  by  supervision  that  the  improvement 
in  morale  would  be  immediate.  Where  proper  discipline  is 
maintained  the  problem  of  the  development  of  a  headmaster  is 
comparatively  easy.  Moreover,  Mr.  Fox  would  enter  the 
school  system  with  no  pre-arranged  set  of  formal  ideas  con- 
cerning basic  policies.  It  would  be  the  more  probable  that  it 
would  be  easier  to  arrive  at  certain  necessary  standards  of 
achievement,  morale,  and  civic  training  with  a  man  who  was 
eager  to  learn,  than  with  one  whose  standards  had  been  some- 
what fixed  either  by  habit  or  self-satisfaction.  The  trust  re- 
posed in  Headmaster  Fox's  ability  will  be  repaid,  if  hard  work 
can  accomplish  this. 

The  Student  Council  has  been  expanded  to  include  various 
groups  detailed  for  specific  service.  None  of  the  activities  of 
the  school  need  cataloguing  as  none  of  them  are  educationally 
new.  They  are  merely  the  things  that  good  schools  do,  and  that 
poor  schools  fail  to  do.  They  will  be  known  locally  to  whatever 
extent  they  function  locally  for  civic  betterment  in  and  out  of 
school. 

Because  there  is  now  available  a  sufficient  number  of  school 
activities  to  accommodate  all  the  children,  and  more  particu- 
larly because  such  a  plan  would  encourage  extra-curricular 
activities,  the  superintendent  recommends  to  the  School  Board 
that  one  more  point  be  added  to  those  required  for  graduation 
from  the  twelfth  grade. 

This  would  be  given  as  the  result  of  faithful  service  over  a 
period  of  years  in  athletics,  debating,  dramatic  clubs,  fife  and 
drum  corps,  field  sports,  glee  clubs,  quartets,  orchestras,  man- 
agerial positions  or  other  positions  of  trust.  Faithfulness  of 
service  along  any  line  would  count  equally  with  talented  achieve- 
ment. Faithful  substitutes,  whose  regular  attendance  makes 
possible  the  developing  of  a  more  talented  team,  would  be 
awarded  recognition  for  service. 
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Such  a  plan  would  develop  the  realization  that  the  possession 
of  even  a  single  talent  carries  with  it  the  obligation  to  invest  it 
rather  than  to  bury  it.  This  has  been  spoken  of  as  an  ideal  for 
living.  Giving  children  practise  in  the  use  of  their  talents  for 
bettering  their  world  is  practical  character  and  civics  educa- 
tion. 

Thrift  has  been  taught  for  a  year.  The  School  Savings  Plan, 
accepting  amounts  as  small  as  a  single  cent,  has  brought  about 
the  depositing  of  nearly  $1,300.00  in  the  Peterborough  Savings 
Bank.  No  small  part  of  the  success  of  this  practical  method 
of  teaching  a  virtue  has  been  due  to  the  friendly  policy  of  the 
Savings  Bank. 

Diagnostic  surveys  have  followed  the  achievement  summaries 
of  the  last  year.  A  mass  of  data  is  now  available  for  proper 
guidance  of  the  teachers,  and  is  assembling  in  graph  form. 
The  work  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Fitts,  Jr.,  has  been  exceedingly 
ably  done  in  this  line  of  pupil  accounting,  and  has  inspired 
much  of  the  thoughtful  remedial  work  carried  on  by  experienced 
teachers  in  Peterborough  Supervisory  Union  as  a  whole.  The 
aim  of  the  diagnostic  surveys  is  to  arrive  at  the  difficulties  or 
lack  of  information  in  the  way  of  each  pupil's  advance.  Com- 
bined with  the  careful  Simon-Binet  work  done  by  Miss  Stone, 
and  the  Otis  testing  in  the  upper  grades,  the  data  is  at  hand 
for  continual  comparison  of  results,  and  the  proving  of  loss  or 
gain  by  classes  and  pupils. 

It  must  be  frankly  admitted  that  all  this  mass  of  data  is  use- 
less unless  continually  studied.  The  usual  tendency  of  begin- 
ners to  accumulate  data  without  scrutiny  of  its  meaning  and 
without  the  introduction  of  proper  remedial  drill  is  by  no  means 
absent  in  the  school  system.  But  the  data  is  at  hand  and  this 
tendency  is  merely  an  added  argument  for  the  retention  of  such 
teachers  as  can  and  do  intelligently  use  the  material  provided 
for  them,  and  allow  their  increased  value  as  teachers  to  accumu- 
late in  this  town  rather  than  transfer  to  another. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  only  eleven  children  out  of  517 
in  Peterborough  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  past 
year.  Tardiness  is  a  matter  calling  for  parent  co-operation. 
Punctuality  is  a  virtue.  To  allow  children  continually  to  arrive 
tardily  at  school  lessens  the  value  of  the  schools  in  the  children's 
eyes.  No  amount  of  "staying  after  school"  will  equal  the  par- 
ental insistence  on  the  formation  of  the  virtue  of  punctuality. 
The  absence  of  children  because  of  illness  is  a  different  matter. 
It  is  the  problem  of  education  for  health. 

Mrs.  Florence  Emrick,  a  Red  Cross  Public  Health  Nurse, 
was    placed    in    Peterborough    through    the    generosity    of   the 
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Local  Red  Cross  Organization.  Dr.  Charles  H.  Cutler,  School 
Physician,  attends  to  the  examination  of  hearts  and  lungs,  and 
is  available  for  emergencies  at  any  time,  or  for  general  advice 
on  the  care  of  school  children's  health.  Continuation  and 
enlargement  of  this  combined  health  program  is,  we  believe, 
exceedingly  desirable. 

We  believe  that  physical  education  should  be  made  compul- 
sory in  the  public  schools  except  for  children  excused  by  their 
doctors.  Ten  per  cent,  of  a  school  engaged  in  a  basket  ball 
game  is  not  as  thrilling  as  the  other  ninety  per  cent,  engaged  in 
regular  physical  training  if  one  realizes  that  nine  times  as  many 
children  stand  thereby  a  better  chance  of  living  longer,  of 
working  more  efficiently,  or  suffering  less  financial  loss  because 
of  absences  due  to  illness.  Moreover  there  will  be  nine  times 
as  many  healthy  children  available  for  the  various  athletic 
teams,  if  one  wishes  to  consider  that  as  a  factor. 

In  Peterborough  there  is  practically  no  provision  for  the  needs 
of  the  normally  developing  child  in  the  field  of  organized  play, 
during  the  school  year.  The  superintendent  recommends  that 
sand  pits,  simple  tennis  courts,  areas  provided  for  throwing 
rubber  quoits,  spaces  made  suitable  for  broad  and  high  jump- 
ing, lanes  for  track  work  (not  necessarily  expensive  cinder 
tracks),  horizontal  ladders,  chinning  bars,  and  swings  be  pro- 
vided. None  of  the  named  equipment  is  necessarily  expensive. 
Much  could  be  installed  by  any  group  willing  to  organize  as  a 
"bee."     Play  is  a  definite  part  of  the  proper  work  of  childhood. 

A  most  glaring  inequality  in  physical  education  is  apparent 
in  the  high  school.  Three  athletic  teams  are  maintained  for 
boys  and  only  one  for  girls.  Mr.  Fox,  in  his  semi-annual  report, 
records  the  generosity  of  the  Rotary  Club,  manifested  by  its 
loan  of  $600.00  for  football  equipment.  The  superintendent 
adds  his  own  personal  appreciation  of  the  loans  of  cars  trans- 
porting teams  to  and  from  other  towns.  The  work  of  Ro- 
tarians  is  primarily  for  the  boys,  and  wisely  stopped  there. 

A  movement  to  raise  only  one  ninth  of  this  amount,  and  on 
the  same  basis,  a  loan  to  extend  over  three  years,  failed  to 
elicit  any  favorable  action  for  the  benefit  of  the  girls  of  Peter- 
borough, although  it  received  fairly  wide  spread  comment. 

In  the  face  of  such  inequality  of  treatment  it  would  seem  that 
the  best  method  for  equalization  of  opportunity  for  physical 
training  and  team  play  would  lie  in  the  hiring  of  a  teacher  who 
is  qualified  to  act  as  a  Physical  Director  for  the  girls  and  as 
coach  for  their  sports.  The  volunteer  coaching  of  Miss  Nicker- 
son,   Miss   O'Malley   and   Miss   Edwards   is   fully  appreciated. 
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But  their  time  belongs  primarily  to  their  classroom  work,  and 
no  part  of  their  salary  is  intended  to  cover  an  ability  to  do  work 
in  physical  education.  The  policy  of  the  School  Board  in  this 
respect  is  elsewhere  recorded. 

In  any  case,  organized  plays  and  games  should  be  provided 
for  the  children  of  Peterborough.  In  this  statement  we  believe 
all  agree,  parents  as  well  as  teachers. 

Returning  for  a  moment  to  the  thought  of  civic  training,  we 
record  the  giving  of  the  Hill  Civic  Attitudes  Tests  in  the  higher 
grades.  The  responses  showed  that  the  children  are  giving  to 
the  worthwhile  ideals  of  life  no  more  and  no  less  than  average 
children  do  elsewhere.  It  is  assumed  by  supervision  that,  since 
these  tests  were  diagnostic,  by  now  each  child  has  been  quietly 
instructed  concerning  faulty  responses,  or  the  group  as  a  whole 
has  engaged  in  study  of  the  proper  responses,  so  that  each  child 
will  now  behave,  at  least  on  paper,  with  a  mark  of  100%  in 
these  specific  emergencies.  These  things,  like  Major  Brennan's 
Courtesy  Contest,  are  merely  arresting  gestures.  They  focus 
the  attention  of  the  youthful  minds  on  what  a  civilized  com- 
munity expects  to  find  resulting  from  proper  education.  With- 
out consistent  school  support  they  fall  short  of  proper  fruition. 
Major  Brennan's  plan  received  wide  publicity,  and  many  other 
towns  and  civic  organizations  fell  in  line.  The  home  and  the 
schools  must  unite  in  continually  keeping  courtesy,  which  is 
merely  a  name  for  thoughtfulness  for  others,  along  with  other 
social  virtues  firmly  before  the  thoughts  of  growing  youth. 

The  effect  of  the  schools  must  be  felt  wherever  the  public 
meets.  The  essentials  of  proper  behavior  must  be  continually 
taught  in  the  school  room.  Self-motivated  good  behavior  at 
the  public  library,  at  the  moving  picture  theatre,  wherever 
children  congregate,  must  take  the  place  of  the  less  firm  hands 
that  the  modern  home  lays  upon  children  of  school  age. 

On  Armistice  Day  the  school  children  of  Peterborough  fol- 
lowed the  Flag  to  the  Town  Hall.  With  the  exception  of  two 
school  rooms,  all  the  children  were  controlled  by  members  of 
their  own  groups.  Perfect  discipline  was  maintained  within 
the  Hall,  and  perfect  attention  given  to  the  service  conducted 
by  The  Legion.  There  is  nothing  unusual  about  such  behavior. 
Good  schools  can  develop  self  control  in  children.  Poor  schools 
fail  to  do  so.  We  believe  that  the  faithful  services  of  principals 
and  headmaster  will  make  this  sort  of  behavior  habitual.  Cer- 
tainly a  good  start  has  been  made. 

It  is  hoped  that,  in  increasing  measure,  the  influence  of  the 
schools  will  extend  throughout  the  various  public  and  private 
activities  of  children  of  this  town,  until  it  becomes  the  fashion 
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for  children  to  behave  wisely  and  voluntarily  within  the  limits 
found  in  specific  age  groups.  Good  public  behavior  is  not  prig- 
gishness;  it  is  merely  self  control  for  the  good  of  the  whole  group. 

The  Peterborough  Pre-School  Children's  Center,  maintained 
under  the  direction  and  immediate  supervision  of  Mrs.  Scho- 
field,  is  in  no  official  way  connected  with  the  public  schools. 
But  the  same  educational  fundamentals  are  in  process  of  being 
built  into  the  lives  of  the  children  in  both  systems.  Such  are 
cleanliness,  the  training  of  the  ability  to  use  judgment  in  new 
situations,  thoughtfulness  for  others,  attention  to  the  matter 
in  hand,  respect  for  authority,  and  such  incidental  training  as 
shall  merit  the  ability  to  look  the  world  fearlessly  in  the  face 
without  fear  or  the  expectation  of  favor.  The  Children's  Center 
is  widely  known  among  educators.  It  offers  not  only  scientific 
child  guidance,  but  also  a  sympathetic  appreciation  of  the  prob- 
lems of  childhood  that  only  those  who  understand  the  needs  of 
childhood  can  fully  see.  It  is  a  distinct  educational  asset  of 
great  value  to  the  later  period  of  educational  life  of  the  child. 

Wisely  organized,  and  ever  watchfully  directed,  a  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  can  work  powerfully  for  good  in  a  pro- 
gressively minded  town.  Such  an  organization  has  been  effected 
during  the  year,  and  Mrs.  Karl  B.  Musser,  the  first  president 
of  the  local  chapter  of  the  "P.  T.  A."  is  giving  to  the  guidance 
of  this  local  organization  a  splendid  impetus  for  achievement 
for  the  good  of  the  children  in  the  schools. 

To  every  co-worker  who  has  caught  the  vision  of  education 
as  something  far  more  than  the  passing  of  standard  tests  and 
college  entrance  examination;  to  every  teacher  who  is  loyal  to 
the  trust  that  boys  and  girls  repose  in  him  or  her;  to  every 
teacher  who  considers  the  task  of  classroom  work  as  an  artisan 
looks  at  the  various  objects  which  he  must  bring  to  perfection 
as  so  many  separate  units  and  not  as  a  mass  production  matter, 
and  therefore  labors  with  the  unit  until  it  reaches  the  best  ap- 
proximation to  his  ideal;  the  superintendent  expresses  his  sin- 
cere appreciation.  This  is  a  matter  for  self  analysis.  Co-opera- 
tion can  be  enforced.  Co-teaching  is  a  matter  of  preference, 
and  none  except  the  individual  teacher  can  estimate  the  degree 
of  achievement. 

The  usual  budget  summary  is  appended  to  this  report.

SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

March  1926— March  1927 

To  the  Citizens  of  Peterborough: 

With  the  passing  of  the  present  school  year  there  is,  of  course, 
one  outstanding  feature,  namely,  the  building  of  the  new 
High  School.  When  it  is  completed,  its  use  will  determine  to  a 
great  extent  the  school  policy  of  the  town.  It  should  make 
possible  a  local  school  system,  the  permanence  and  complete- 
ness of  which  should  equal  in  every  detail  that  of  much  larger 
communities. 

The  present  trend  in  education  throughout  the  United  States 
wherever  there  are  rural  schools  and  village  centres  is  toward 
consolidation,  chiefly  for  four  very  important  reasons:  much 
more  efficient  instruction  is  possible  where  children  are  carefully 
graded;  abler  teachers,  more  nearly  specialists,  are  likely  to  be 
employed;  it  fosters  the  spirit  of  American  democracy;  and  it 
means  in  general  a  reduction  in  expense,  and  the  ultimate  dis- 
tribution of  town  funds  in  equalized  benefits  for  all  citizens. 

An  experimental  change  in  school  policy  has  been  made  dur- 
ing the  year  under  Medical  Inspection  and  Health  Supervision. 
At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  School  Board  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  local  Red  Cross  it  was  voted  to  employ  a  Red 
Cross  nurse  whose  service  should  be  that  primarily  of  a  school 
nurse,  but  including  at  the  same  time  so  far  as  possible  public 
health  service.  Under  the  state  Medical  Inspection  law  this 
change  made  necessary  the  employment  of  one  physician  only, 
at  present  Dr.  C.  H.  Cutler.  Beneficial  effects  of  the  faithful 
and  intelligent  service  of  the  nurse  are  already  apparent  in 
many  ways,  and  even  after  these  few  months'  trial  it  seems 
highly  desirable  that  the  service  be  continued.  The  expense 
thus  far  has  been  borne  chiefly  by  the  A.  R.  C,  since  the  annual 
school  appropriation  available  for  such  service  is  only  $400, 
one-half  of  which  has  been  given  to  the  physician. 

In  these  days  of  multitudinous  school  interests  and  activities 
outside  school-room  walls  it  is  imperative  that  they  be  intelli- 
gently planned  and  controlled  in  order  to  maintain  a  proper 
balance  of  mental  and  physical  vigor.  Balanced  rations  will 
not  do  it  all.  Especially  is  this  true  in  regard  to  athletics.  Boys 
and  girls  as  a  rule  delight  in  sports  to  such  a  degree  even  that 
this  activity  becomes  harmful  unless  under  expert  manage- 
ment. It  is  not  humanly  possible  for  any  one  man  or  woman  to  be 
a  specialist  in  all  directions.  Hence,  the  need  of  supervised 
physical  education.     Locally  this  is  more  apparent  among  the 
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girls  than  among  the  boys.  It  is  hoped  that  this  existing  need 
may  be  met  in  some  way  during  the  next  school  year. 

The  business  of  real  education  is  to  turn  out  a  high-class 
product  whose  mental  and  physical  characteristics  are  con- 
sciously adjusted  to  the  demands  of  life  and  its  environment. 
Now,  this  is  a  serious  business  constantly  menaced  by  very 
grave  dangers  from  the  fact  that  they  are  of  a  most  alluring 
nature,  both  to  teachers  and  to  pupils.  In  the  first  six  grades 
there  is  always  the  possibility  of  too  much  pleasurable  enter- 
tainment and  too  little  developing  work.  In  the  upper  six,  the 
equally  serious  menace  of  too  much  exuberant  ambition  to  ex- 
cel, or  "to  get  there  first,"  and  too  little  deliberate  mental  ap- 
plication. Hence,  in  order  to  run  true  to  the  purpose  of  edu- 
cation, the  school  machinery  must  be  under  constant,  fine, 
skillful  adjustment,  and  not  allowed  to  run  at  high  speed  with 
a  great  deal  of  unproductive  noise  and  mechanical  clatter. 

Public  schools  are  public  property,  and  as  such  belong  to 
the  citizens;  accordingly,  the  details  of  their  management,  their 
educational  features  and  financial  condition,  should  interest 
every  tax  payer.  Intelligence  on  all  these  subjects  is  desirable, 
and  makes  for  helpful  community  spirit.  Visits  to  the  school- 
rooms are  recommended  also,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  newly 
organized  Parent-Teacher  Association  will  serve  in  every  re- 
spect as  a  stimulating  medium. 

The  Phoenix  property  still  claims  the  interest  and  protection 
of  the  District.  Since  May  1,  1923,  when  it  came  under  the 
management  of  the  School  Board,  to  Feb.  1,  1927,  the  total  re- 
ceipts from  rents,  and  sale  of  stone,  bricks  and  old  iron  are 
$1158.71.  The  total  expenditures  for  shingling  and  other  re- 
pairs of  houses,  upkeep  of  the  place,  and  repairs  of  the  canal 
for  general  safety  are  $384.02,  thus  leaving  in  the  school  treas- 
ury a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  property  of  $774.69.
